Stephen  at  Joeys  and  although 
running  in  spectacles,  was  the  1 954  winner  of  the  Macksville 
Gift  -  described  as  one  of  Australia’s  major  sporting 
events  -  in  10.6  seconds  off  a  handicap  of  3  3/4  yards. 

John  says  that  he  appreciates  the  honour  and  thanks  a 
"fine  club  and  staff."

These  days  I  play  blues  for  my  own  indulgence.  Every  year 
I  take  the  family  to  Byron  Bay,  surf  and  play  with  silly  mates. 
The  band  is  called  Midlife  Crisis. 


Do  you  still  play  sport? 

When  I  came  to  Sydney  I  went  to  a  second-hand  shop  and 
got  a  long  board.  It  took  me  a  while  to  get  it  under  control 
and  go  surfing  at  Manly  in  ‘86  -  we  didn’t  think  it  was  polluted 
until  they  installed  the  ocean  outfall 

Then  there’s  golf.  I  joined  Long  Reef  -  it’s  one  of  those  courses 
that  looks  really  easy  from  the  road  but  I  can’t  get  off  25... 
it’s  a  mental  game  and  I’m  putting  more  into  it  this  year. 

When  did  you  join  Tattersalls? 


After  University  you  got  into  merchant  banking? 

I  joined  BT  where  Chris  Corrigan  was  my  boss.  I  learned 
how  tough  men  think.  In  1986  in  the  cusp  of  deregulation  I 
was  learning  the  futures  trading  and  money  market  business 
when  everyone  seemed  to  be  going  to  Sydney.  So  I  followed 
and  joined  Citibank. 

That  lead  to  your  own  business? 

I  found  it  increasingly  hard  to  find  banking/treasury 
interesting.  So  I  went  overseas  for  four  months  with  my  wife 
-  spent  all  the  money-  then  I  met  Martin  Watkins, now  my 
business  partner,  who  was  recruiting  at  Morgan  and  Banks. 
Eventually  Martin  and  I  set  up  Richfield  Consulting 
specialising  in  recruiting  for  financial  services. 

How  do  you  see  the  current  finance  sector  job  market? 

It  hasn’t  really  recovered  post  Sept  11  if  you’re  a  brickie  but 
if  you’re  a  senior  person  in  financial  services  there  are  less 
opportunities  than  there  have  been. 

You’re  married  with  children  ? 

Andrea,  my  wife  and  I  have  two  girls  and  a  young  son.  Our 
son  was  diagnosed  as  mildly  autistic.  He’s  a  loving  boy  and 
luckily  not  at  the  serious  end  of  the  scale.  As  a  result  of  this 
experience,  I  have  become  a  director  of  the  Autism 


About  eight  years  ago.  I  was  impressed  by  the  facilities,  but 
hadn’t  counted  on  such  a  strong  camaraderie.  I  get  to  the 
gym  three  or  four  time  a  week  for  the  boxing  classes,  we 
use  the  restaurant  to  entertain  and  I  love  the  snooker. 
There’s  nothing  better  than  getting  a  few  male  egos  in  a 
room,  a  stick  and  a  ball  and  money  on  the  table.  I’d  never 
anticipated  how  nervy  it  can  be  playing  in  the  match  room  in 
a  Calcutta. 

I  almost  got  to  the  quarter-finals  this  year  -  when  you've  got 
to  play  a  difficult  game  under  pressure,  with  lots  of  people 
watching,  it’s  all  quiet  and  there’s  nowhere  to  hide. 

Now  you’re  standing  for  the  committee? 

Yes,  I’m  currently  on  the  Snooker  sub-committee  and  I’m 
standing  for  the  club  committee. 

The  club  is  a  great  oasis  for  members,  but  at  the  same  time 
you  have  to  be  relevant  to  the  outside  community.  There  are 
so  many  competing  things  in  Sydney  for  people’s  money, 
time  and  attention.  So  we  don’t  want  to  have  a  club  that’s 
seen  as  just  having  a  good  gym  -  there  are  other  interest 
groups  like  fishing  and  snooker  that  can  bring  guys  together 
and  we  should  develop  that  aspect. 

Our  facilities  are  first  class  and  its  up  to  us  to  be  making  the 
best  use  of  them  -  they  shouldn’t  be  Sydney’s  best  kept  secret.
